A Humboldt Correspondent Dissertates on 


the Proposed Public Land

EDITOB BENO JOCENAL: Deai Sir— 


I am glad the JOURNAL, among all the 
newspapers of tbe State ia takiog the 
greatest interest in having a more 
Intelligent understanding among the 
people of tbe^State on the subject ot 
leasing the public lands. I think by 
its recent issues, it hai succeeded in 
awakening more interest among the 
people than they have taken in the 
mutter np to the present time, and I 
hear the subject more generally diB- 
oassed among the ranchers, who are as 
a class more interested in irrigation 
and water storage. 


There seema to be but one opinion 


amongst them, and that ia that the 
scheme for leasing tbe public lands is 
being promoted, not ao much with a 
view to aid in the development of tbe 
arid west, as it is a scheme for the for 
mation of the moat gigantic and most 
vicious trust or trusts yet formed in 
tb.9 United States—viz., trusts to con- 
trol tbe pnblto domain. Those chiefly 
interested in promoting this scheme, it 
should be borne in mind, are, as a class, 
the least interested in water storage 
and the development, In the best inter- 
ests of all classes, of the greater arid 
region of tbe west, therefore it may be 
reasonably concluded they are not act- 
uated by that motive; so the other ob- 
ject may naturally be suggested. 


Ever since the formation ot the gov- 


ernment of this country, the people 
have had full nccees to the public 


landc, and that gave to tbe enterpris- 
ing aud energetic young men of the 
country opportunities which served to 
engage them in tbe development of Hi 
great resources. It stimulated the ere 
ation of tbe vast wealth of Ibis great, 
nation, and most of those who now seek 
to put an end to this free access to the 
public domain are men who owe to the 
opportunities it gave them in earlier 
life everything they have today. 
Ja it 


not, therefore, most selfish on their 
part to seek to deprive the young gen- 
eration now growing up, and the gen- 
erations yet to come, of the opportuni- 
ties they themselves enjoyed and to 
which they owe so tench? 


It seems to be the prevailing opinion 


among the people that the mere sug- 
gestion of handing over the unsold 
lands of the west to a few men by 
lease or otherwise, is treading on dan- 
gerous ground as a matter of principle, 
without reference to policy, and as to 
policy, it is generally contender! that 
the benefit to be derived financially, 
through leasing tbe public lands, and 
placing it under the control of a few 
cattlemen would by no means counter- 
balance the depressing effect it would 
have on the stookgrowing industry, to 
say nothing of the danger in fostering 
the worst of all trusts—great land and 
meat trusts. 
I think the JOURNAL is doing good 


work in calling the people's attention 
to this proposed steal.
